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1995  CLASS  HISTORY

Class  President  and  Vice  President  respectively  and  Tracie  McEachern  was 
crowned  Miss  Freshman.  During  our  Sophomore  and  Junior  years  we  re-elected 
Yakima  Rheinhart  as  our  Class  President,  she  was  also  crowned  Miss  Sophomore 
and  Miss  Junior.  During  our  Junior  year  several  of  our  classmates  held  key  offices  in 
the  Student  Government  Association:  Shawna  McCodden,  SGA  Vice  President; 
Albert  Johnson,  SGA  Business  Manager,  and  Zocques  Gray,  Program  Manager. 
Kimberly  Ashton,  a  member  of  our  class,  was  selected  as  Miss  Fayetteville  State 
University.  Yolonda  Block  and  Shannon  Brockington  were  elected  as  our  Senior 
Class  President  and  Vice  President  respectively  and  Erica  Williams  was  crowned 
Miss  Senior. 

Our  journey  presented  us  with  new  experiences  both  in  and  out  of  the  classroom. 
We  refused  to  allow  University  Studies  and  Critical  Thinking  (two  classes  we  still  do 
not  know  why  we  hod  to  take),  bring  our  journey  to  a  screeching  holt.  We  come 
with  boxes,  hightop  fades,  stacks  and  bobs  and  progressed  to  dreds,  afros,  afro 
puffs,  braids,  spiral  curls,  weaves,  weaves  and  more  weaves.  We  boldly  stepped  on 
the  yard  for  the  first  time  wearing  straight  legged  jeans,  daisy  dukes.  Cross  Colors 
and  Mark  Cross.  We  could  not  hove  imagined  that  when  we  packed  our  bags  four 
years  later  they  would  be  filled  with  bell  bottoms,  size  XXX  pants.  Guess,  Timberl- 
ands,  Karl  Koni,  Ralph  Lauren  and  Dooney  &  Burke.

When  we  hit  the  floor  we  Butterflyed,  Tootsie  Rolled,  and 
Four  Cornered.  To  escape  from  reality  we  went  to  the  movies  to  see  "New  Jack 
City,"  "The  Body  Guard,"  "Boomerang,"  "What's  Love  Go  To  Do  With  It," 
"Jason's  Lyric,"  and  "Higher  Learning."  We  also  experienced  the  effects  of 
changes  made  beyond  the  walls  of  FSU.  The  election  of  Bill  Clinton  placed  a  Dem- 
ocrat in  the  White  House  for  the  first  time  in  over  a  decade  and  brought  on  end  to 
Reogonomics.  Desert  Storm  took  family,  friends  and  classmates  to  Saudi  Arabia 
to  protect  democracy.  We  witnessed  the  L.A.  riots  which  evoked  after  the  Rodney 
King  verdict.  Nelson  Mandela  was  freed  after  being  incarcerated  for  over  20  years 
and  was  elected  President  of  South  Africa.  During  the  summer  before  our  senior 
year,  O.J.  Simpson  was  charged  with  brutally  killing  his  ex-wife,  Nichole  Brown-

spent  countless  hours  watching  the  highly  publicized  trial. 

The  Class  of  1 995  will  end  its  journey  here  at  FSU  on  May  1 3,  1 995  at  the  new 
Physical  Education  and  Recreation  Building,  but  we  will  always  cherish  the  mem- 
ories of  Old  White  and  Blue.  To  those  we  leave  behind,  keep  the  faith  and  remem- 
ber, "You  Can  Get  There  from  Here."
